training and those im pressions of I 
moral and spiritual purpose come; 
back and, sooner or later, aid him j 
in shaping his course out from the 
shoals of iniquity into the deep wa-; 
ters of righteousness and peace. 
In this brief analysis

Or, 
Second: Lacking the first in all 
or part of its essentials, to bring 
the boy under the influence of a 1 
man or men who will through his j 
love for boys, through the con­ 
sciousness of his responsibility in 
building for the future, and thru ' 
the boys innate idealism , build into ; 
the boy’s life and character that * 
love of God, that respect for law 
and authority, that regard for w o­ 
manhood, that broad liberal atti­ 
tude to the faiths and beliefs 
of 
others, that intolerance of political 
favor and m isrule, that 
love 
of ! 
Country and that perseverance in 
all things, which must ever typify 
the world’s best manhood and cit­ 
izenship. 
This training, this influence, this 
continuous plan of building in the 
lives of boys towards a stable m an­ 
hood and a new American citizen­ 
ship—w hether supplem enting home 
training or the influence of m er— 
satisfyin g and fulfilling the boy’s 
love of m ystery and his desire for 
com panionship— (the gang spirit) 
is found in a peculiarly attractive 
program for both boys and men in 
the
